MEETINGS IN THE CAPITOL. 
Reported for the Puritan Recorder. 

The second of these gatherings occurred in 
the Representatives’ Hall, at 7 o’clock on 
Tuesday evening, Jan. 15. The President an- 
nounced the subject for discussion: Agricul- 
tural Education, with reference to Legislative wle- 
tion. 

The C of Arrang reported 
that they had engaged Mr. Barry, of Hanover, 
to open the discussion, who read aa address on 
the subject. 

He regarded the prominence given to agri- 
cultural education at this time; the interest 
awakened by County and State organizations; 
the resolutions which passed the Vermont Legts- 
lature, and which have been sent to all the oth- 
er States and to the central government; and 
also the recommendation of the President of the 
U.S. to Congress to create a Bureau of Agri- 
culture, as indications of the progress of this 
cause 





Education, he said, means more than the cul- 
tivation of the intellect A complete education 
developes the physical, social, and moral pow- 
ers. No other employment is so conducive t 
the acquisition of such an education, as agri- 
culture, exerc ising all the powers of man in 
circumstances most favorable to developement 
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here as it did in France, that one of the chief} 
embarrassments to success would be found in 
the want of a deep conviction in the people re- 
specting its necessity, We are behind Europe 
both in the science and the art of agriculture.
